a LIVER OIL. 


UTHORITIES AGREE that long before they came 
in contact with civilization, the Greenlanders, Lap-

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Miss Dow modestly declines to accépt 
any credit for the arrangement of the 
beautiful store. ©The architect who de- 
signed the interior of the store is M. 
Charles Crapsey, of this city. “It was 
done with my money and his brains,” 
said Miss Dow to the writer. “I guess | 
kept him pretty busy at that. At times 
during my slumbers I would think of an 
idea and up I would jump and jot it 
down.” 

But to get back to the store. The 
large balcony which runs clear around 
the store room is supported by twelve 
massive Ionic columns. In one side of 
this balcony is located the prescription 
department. The rest of the balcony is 
used for storing different portions of the 
immense stock carried in the place. There 
is plenty of room in the balcony for the 
clerks to walk erect, although it hardly 
looks so from the street. A trip through 
the balcony convinced the writer that it 
is really a most desirable place to work. 
The registered pharmacists who attend to 
the prescription work—Miss Dow em- 
ploys four in this store—find the balcony 
very agreeable. They do not come in 
contact with the rustle and bustle which 
is more or less annoying in the dispens- 
ing portions of many drug stores. 

This circular balcony is ventilated and 
lighted by transoms of stained glass, 
which make a nice effect. These win- 
dows revolve on iron bars. The name of 
Dow and also emblems of the apothe- 
cary, such as mortars and pestals, are 
emblazoned in these transoms. The floors 
of the Dow pharmacy are of mosaic and 
the furnishings of white marble. The 





soda fountain is in the centre of the store, 
and is built around the central column. 
It is of onyx, and was built by the Chi- 
cago Onyx Soda Fountain Co. There 
are thirty-two syrup cans in the fountain, 
and the young man who dispenses the re- 
freshing drinks was brought here from 
Chicago by Miss Dow. In order to open 
this fountain it is not necessary to raise 
the top. There are ice-boxes in the 
sides of the apparatus with doors of pretty 
designs. This is the first fountain ever 
made by the above company with ice- 
boxes in the side, but all their fountains 
in the future will be made that way. The 
soda fountain company used great taste 
and pains in making this fountain, and 
some difficulty was experienced in get- 
ting onyx siabs large enough for the 
sides. The fountain extends all around 
the inside of the store, and twenty-five or 
thirty people can sit comfortably at it at 
the same time. The top of the fountain 
is tastefully set off with potted plants and 
rare bits of bric-a-brac. Possibly there is 
not a cleaner fountain in the land. Every- 
thing around the apparatus is of white 
marble, and it can be cleaned with water 
thrown from a hose. 

The store is lighted by 100 incandescent 
lamps. The principal lighting is done 
in the dome of the store. In all depart- 
ments there are 194 incandescent lights, 
and the effect at night is almost beyond 
description. All the chairs in this store 
were made by W. H. Andrews & Co., of 
Chicago. The chairs are neatly uphol- 
stered and in keeping with the other ap- 
pointments of the establishment. At the 
right of the entrance to the store Miss 





Dow is having an elegant reception room 
for ladies fitted up. This will be fur- 
nished with mirrors, curtains and other 
paraphernalia, in order to give the apart- 
ment an air of privacy. This room will 
have high-class magazines, a nice writ- 
ing-desk and other equipments to make 
the place agreeable to members of the 
gentler sex. The “den” of Miss Dow, 
from which she can see all parts of the 
store, is located at the left of the en- 
trance. In this place Miss Dow has her 
desk, and when she is not superintending 
the work of her employees she is seated 
in this place attending to matters pertain- 
ing to her business. The establishment, 
taken as a whole, is as pretty as a picture. 
The show-cases are made of plate glass, 
and they were manufactured by a Cleve- 
land firm. Wherever it was possible, 
Miss Dow patronized Cincinnati people 
in fitting up the pharmacy. The base- 
ment is so arranged that goods in orig- 
inal packages can be taken in without 
going through the main store room. 
There are skids, elevators and dumb- 
waiters wherever they are needed. In the 
rear of the store room is a marble stair- 
way leading to the balcony. To one side 
of this pretty stairway is the telephone. 
All the other appointments of the estab- 
lishment are strictly in keeping with the 
above. Persons who have traveled all 
over the country have no hesitancy in 
saying that Miss Dow’s store is prettier 
than any pharmacy in New York, Chi- 
cago or any of the other leading cities in 
the United States. 

A short biographical sketch of Miss 
Dow will no doubt be of some interest.

Since that time she has been 
actively engaged in the drug business, 
until now she has more than forty people 
in her employ. One of her stores is lo- 
cated in the Grand Hotel building at 
Fourth street and Central avenue. An- 
other is situated on Vine street, between 
Fourth and Fifth. Both these stores are 
kept open all night. The original Dow 
store, which is now eleven years old, is 
located at 836 West Fifth street.

After the victory he went 
round the hospitals, and in one of them 
met Larrey, from whose lips he heard 
that in one of the varying successes of 
the day, his ambulance had been captured 
by the enemy, who thoroughly sacked 
it, carrying off everything, even the 
sword of the great surgeon. On learn- 
ing this the Emperor unbuckled his sword, 
and, handing it to Larrey, said, “Then 
take mine, and guard it.” Baron Larrey 
bequeathed the sword to his son, Hip- 
polyte Larrey, surgeon-general of the 
French troops in the Italian campaign 
against Austria, by whom, at his death, 
it was left to the Medical School of Val- 
de-Grace.

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Facts About Camphor. ~* 


The results of an investigation regard- 
ing the camphor tree are announced in 
a bulletin of the Agricultural Department 
just issued. It says that for most of its 
secondary purposes the camphor tree may 
well be cultivated wherever it can be 
made to live. But for the distillation of 
camphor gum and oil, with a commercial 
view, and for the production of wood for 
cabinet purposes, it must be grown under 
the most favorable conditions. The 
minimum winter temperature should not 
be below 20 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
soil should be sandy, well drained and ir- 
rigated, unless there are abundant rains, 
and plenty of food rich in nitrogen is re- 
quired for rapid growth. The consump- 
tion of camphor in this country, as meas- 
ured by the importations, has been de- 
creasing during the last ten years, while 
the price has been increasing. The bulle- 
tin says: 

“There has been an increase in im- 
portations of refined camphor, due to im- 
proved methods of refining and packing 
in Japan and changes in the tariff, but 
this increase has been much more than 
counterbalanced by the decrease in im- 
portations of crude camphor. The de- 
crease is due to a number of causes. As 
a result, there has been an increase in the 
price of camphor, and this in turn has led 
to the introduction of substitutes. Men- 
thol and other peppermint derivatives or 
compounds, carbolic acid and its deriva- 
tives, naphthalin, formalin and _ insect 
powder are now used for various pur- 
poses where camphor was formerly em- 
ployed. Camphor has been manufac- 
tured artificially at a cost leaving a mar- 





gin of profit at present prices. It is 
therefore apparent that if the production 
of camphor from the trees is to be carried 
on with profit in this country and the in- 
dustry increased to any considerable ex- 
tent the price of camphor must be re- 
duced to compete with the prices of sub- 
stitutes now taking its place.”

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A Chapter on Sponges. 


Sponge, or rather the Latin “spongia,”’ 
was an unmentionable word in ancient 
Rome. The article itself, probably coarse 
and badly prepared, was used for toilet 
purposes in those days only in the sense 
in which “toilet” is employed as a euph- 
emism by manufacturers of certain sani- 
tary articles, and “spongia,” therefore, 
was actually reckoned as an obscene 
word. Now we have changed all that 
with a vengeance The sponge is sym- 
bolic of the greatest of household virtues, 
and is reckoned the most noble of toilet 
requisites. And why not, for is it not a 
companion of the bath? It is true that 
its ready absorption of liquid refresh- 
ment has given an unpleasant figurative 
meaning to the word “sponge,” but this 
is unmindful of the generous way in 
which the toilet article parts with it again, 
which the human sponge never does. 
However, it is this very greediness for 
liquor and capacity for holding it “with 
comfort,” like a seasoned toper, that 
makes the sponge the important com- 
mercial article that it is. There is noth- 
ing like it in nature, and nothing like it 
could be produced artificially. Its ex- 
istence looks like a hint from Providence 
that cleanliness, like honesty, is the best 
policy, especially when we take into con- 
sideration that natural soap abounds, and 
that natural towels are not unknown. The 
ingenuity of man has improved on the 
last two products, but the great panjan- 
drum of inventors himself could not make 
a sponge equal to one from Nature’s 
workshop. And, now, what is a sponge 
anyhow? as our American friends say. 
The “man in the street,” who is rather 





given to take things for granted, thinks 
that it is a vegetable of the sea-weed 
order of things. He is not altogether 
out of it, for the best explanation of the 
nature of a sponge that we can give in a 
few words is that it is an animalized veg- 
etable substance secreted by a marine 
organism. This organism, which is lower 
in the social scale than the jellyfish, sucks 
in water continually, and with it micros- 
copic atoms of animal and vegetable mat- 
ter. The former is assimilated as food; 
the latter is converted into an inorganic 
framework to assist the ceaseless pumping 
operation. The sponge may be compared 
to the silkworm’s cocoon, and the fibre 
of which it is composed has a chemical 
relation to silk. 

The live sponge in no way resembles 
the sponge of commerce. It is surround- 
ed by an outer skin, a simple inorganized 
membrane, and when this is cut open the 
living organism looks something like raw 
beef. 

It is intersected with the canals and 
cavities, which are filled with a sticky 
glutinous substance called sarcode, of a 
greyish-brown color and of the consis- 
tency of treacle. The sarcode is the only 
part of the sponge that is alive. The 
flexible skeleton to which it is attached 
is inorganic, and it is this that, after cer- 
tain purifying manipulations, comes into 
commerce as a sponge. It propagates its 
species by the formation of cells or by 
the division of the parent sponge. The 
cell, in the form of a yellowish capsule. 
floats out and takes up an independent 
situation on a rock, gradually growing 
larger and larger by incessant feeding. 
Attempts have been made to cultivate the 
sponge artificially by dividing it and 





“planting” the separate pieces, but even 
after considerable growth they still show 
the marks of the knife, and are so de- 
teriorated in quality in the market that 
the game has proved not to be worth 


.the candle. 


Sponges are found in many warm 
waters throughout the world, but the 
commercial articles come to us chiefly 
from the Mediterranean, British Hon- 
duras, Cuba and Florida. The sponge 
likes a quiet life, and only flourishes ex- 
ceedingly in calm waters. Therefore, the 
best come from the tideless Mediterra- 
nean, and the finest variety of these is 
known from its shape as the Turkey cup. 
The crop is gathered by trawling and

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A Chapter on Sponges. 
(Concluded from page 54.) 
diving, the latter being the preferable 
method, as the heavy nets damage the 
sponges. The diving is done with the aid 
of the most modern apparatus, and also 
in a state of nature without appliances. 
The Greeks are the most expert at the 
work, and in the Mediterranean fisheries 
among the Greek and Turkish islands 
they are exclusively employed. At least 
in one of these islands, Himia, the sponge 
fisheries have affected the matrimonial 
customs of the place. Himia is a colony 
of divers, and no girl in the island can 
become a bride until she has brought up 
a certain number of sponges. In others 
of the Greek islands the fairest of the 
maidens go to the best divers, pater- 
familias deciding the matter without con- 
sulting the girl’s feelings, probably think- 
ing that a man who can best bring up 
sponges is most capable of bringing up a 
family. It does not follow that the best 
sponges are found at the greatest depth. 
On the contrary, in certain varieties the 
deeper they grow the looser is the fibre. 
The Greek divers, however, have to go 
down to considerable distances, and div- 
ing is a very arduous and sometimes dan- 
gerous industry. If the Greek, fishing 
on his own account, can afford an ap- 
paratus (and all these come from Eng- 
land) he buys one. In some places in 
the West Indies the sponges are in such 
shallow water that they can be brought 
up with a long hook, which is one of the 
causes that makes these sorts less ex- 

pensive 

When the live sponge is brought up it 
must be dealt with at once or putrefaction 
will set in and the whole thing will be 
spoiled. In fact, even when prompt 
measures are taken the neighborhood of 


a sponge boat with a fair “catch” on 
board is decidedly unpleasant. But, how- 
ever, the sponge has to undergo much 
preparation before it is ready for the bath- 
room and nursery. First of all, the sar- 
code, which the fishermen call milk, is 
squeezed out, and the sponge is then a 
dirty, dark-brown article, with bits of 
rock attached to it. It is then either 
packed in bags as it is or treated on the 
spot with sulphuric acid, washed thor- 
oughly in the sea, and sprinkled with 
sand, when it is ready for the market. 
This is the “unbleached” sponge of com- 
merce. The others, which have been 
shipped without treatment, on arrival are 
soaked in permanganate, bleached in hy- 
posulphite of soda and hydrochloric acid, 
washed, wrung, dried, trimmed, and 
sorted. They are better looking than the 
“unbleached” sponges, but the treatment 
weakens the fibre to a certain extent.— 
Exchange.

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About Window-Cards. 


There are two important things to be 
considered in getting up window-cards— 
the wording and the appearance. They 
are of about equal importance, although 
the former, requiring the greater mental 
effort, is the one that receives the more 
comment and the greater number of sug- 
gestions. Terse and catchy phrases 
should be used. Good lettering is the 
first essential, and if the printing is well 
done on a card that has a liberal border 
there is little room for unfavorable criti- 
cism. Plainness and simplicity are well 
to be observed, some of the most artistic 
cards seen being examples of these two 
characteristics. Stores that cater to the 
best class of trade and are careful to 
have all their advertising, window- dress- 
ing and window-cards in keeping with 
their dignity and their high plane of 
merchandise, have a permanent and uni- 
form model for their cards. For instance, 
one of them uses bristol board of a very 
fine quality, and confines the lettering to 
a small space in the centre of the card, 
fully three-quarters of an inch being bor- 
der. There is never anything sensational 
about these window-cards, but straight- 
forward, terse statements, probably giv- 
ing the information that the goods are 
newly imported, or are being sold at a re- 
duced price. Fill a window with the best 
values you have in your store, put a price- 
ticket on each, and your sales will posi- 
tively increase. 

The sign-marking outfit advertised by 
Charles L. Safford, of 177 Madison street, 
Chicago, Ill., on another page in this 
issue, is one of the best that has been of- 
fered, and should be in the hands of 
every wideawake, progressive merchant. 





Trade Paper Advertising. 


A successful manufacturer, when asked 
why he patronized trade papers so large- 
ly, to the neglect of other methods of 
advertising, replied: “Men who do not 
read their trade papers and keep posted 
in their business are usually poor cus- 
tomers. If I sell them a good lot of ma- 
chinery, they do not know how to use 
it, and report a failure, or we have to run 
after them, lose time and money to get 
them going and make the sale stick.

The point is 
that contracts at $1 per ounce under the 
old tariff brings the present price up to 
$1.55. Fries Bros. state that the pres- 
ent market price for vanillin, immediate 
delivery, is considerably higher and will 
probably always remain higher than the 
figure quoted.

Tobacco a Perennial Plant. 


The tobacco plant has been known in 
Europe for the last three centuries, and 
during the same period its culture has 
been an annual one. Now, however, 
Wilhelm Daroczi, of Budapest, the editor 
of an Hungarian tobacco journal, says 
that tobacco planters and botanists have 
made a mistake, and he is reported to 
have proved that tobacco is a perennial 
plant which may be kept in full vigor for 
years, and that it has fresh leaves every 
year. Should this prove to be correct 
and the leaves in the second year and 
later on prove of use for smoking ma- 
terial, this discovery will bring about the 
possibility of saving the tedious and ex- 
pensive method of growing new seedlings 
every second year, or oftener, and thereby 
of reducing the cost of production of to- 





bacco very considerably.

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Kefyr Grains and Kefyr.* 


The refreshing and stimulating bever- 
age, called by the tribes of the Caucasus 
kefyr’, and derived from milk, is, as is 
well known, a ferment product. The 
mountaineers of the Caucasus, in the 
preparation of this “sparkling milk wine,” 
use vessels made of goat-skins (burd- 
juks), into which the milk and fermenta- 
tive principle are poured, and except fre- 
quent agitations, the fermentation is al- 
lowed to progress without further atten- 
tion until the product is ready—the so- 
called burdjuk kefyr. (Phar. Cent. Nat. 
Drug.) 

In his “Biological Investigation of 
Kefyr” (Centralblatt fur Bakteriologie), Dr. 
Edward von Freudenreich, of Rutli, near 
Bern, speaking of the 4-5 ape of bot- 
tled kefyr says: “The kefyr grains are 
usually softened in water, the latter be- 
ing frequently replaced by fresh charges. 
When the grains are sufficiently softened, 
the water is poured off, and is replaced 
by milk, which has been previously 
boiled, and well cooled off, from 10 to 12 
Gms. of the dry kefyr being allowed to 
each half liter of milk. The mixture is 
allowed to stand for 24 hours, with fre- 
quent stirrings of the materials, at a tem- 
perature of 17° C. (62.5° F.), which has 
been found, experimentally, to yield the 
best results. The milk is then separated 
from the ferment grains ( a sieve being 
used for the purpose), and put into bot- 
tles. The latter are closed in a manner 
similar to beer bottles, the corks being

three days, at a temperature as above 
quoted, being frequently and a 


shaken in the meantime. The drink is | 
now ready for use, its alcoholic strength |

stronger kefyr being obtained by keep- | 
| C. (71.5° F.). At 35° C. (95° F.) it ceases 
| to grow, though it still lives, but at 55° C. 
| (131° F.)it dies. 


ing the bottle a day or two longer.” 

The products of the fermentative pro- 
cess are alcohol, lactic acid, and carbonic 
acid (from milk sugar), the milk albu- 
men, according to Hammarsten, being 
partly converted into a propepton, and 
the casein being changed only in a physi- 
cal manner (broken up by the frequent 
shakings into minute flocculent masses, 
which apparently adds to its digestibility). 

Kefyr grains—called “the Millet of the 
Prophet” by faithful Mahommedans 
(which all the mountaineers are)—are 
hard, yellowish masses of the size of a 
pea, which, when swollen with water, as- 
sume the appearance or shape of a min- 
ute cabbage head. They have been re- 
peatedly studied from a_ bacteriological 
standpoint, the latest investigations being 
those of von Freudenreich, above re- 
ferred to, and in which he proceeds from 
the conclusions arrived at by Kern. Ac- 
cording to the latter, the kefyr grain is a 
symbiosis of ferment cells and bacteria, 
the latter being termed Dispora cauca- 
sica. According to von Freudenreich, 
however, this is a misnomer, since the 
microbe produces no spores, and hence 
he has placed it among the bacilli, dub- 
bing it bacillus caucasicus. 

Without pursuing further the very care- 
ful and laborious investigations of Freu- 
denreich in this direction, since they were 
almost without result, we return to his in- 
vestigation of the ferment, saccharomyces 





kefyr, in which we have much of practi- 
cal value. 

This principle ferments maltose and 
grape sugar solutions, but does not thus 
affect milk, in which, however, it thrives 


favorably lies in the neighborhood of 22° 


From beer yeast it is 
distinguished by many and important 
morphological differences. 

To discover, if possible, the role of the 
bacillus caucasicus in the preparation of 
kefyr, Freudenreich made numerous ex- 
periments with pure cultures of various 
other forms or micro-organisms in con- 
nection with the ferment, but none were 
successful. Among others thus experi- 
mented with were streptococci a and b, 
the oidium lactis (occasionally found in 
prepared kefyr), etc., but all failed to pro- 
duce the desired result. Once only, when 
pure cultures of both streptococci were 
used together did he succeed, and once 
he obtained a partial success with them. 

Of considerable importance is the effort 
being made by von Freudenreich to ar- 
rive at the artificial preparation of kefyr, 
was the fact that inoculated milk, as soon 
as it became sour, served as an inoculat- 
ing medium upon sterilized milk. The 
question, however, of the part played by 
the bacillus caucasicus in the process of 
fermentation, still remains an open one, 
with an inclination toward the belief ex- 
pressed by Beijerinck, that its influence 
is effected in the production of the orig- 
inal ferment, the grains of kefyr. With 
the single exception noted, we are no 
nearer the artificial production of kefyr 
than before.

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Florida Industries. 


The Palatka (Fla.) Advertiser says: “S. 
J. Kennerly had the contract to furnish 
Northern dealers 200,000 pounds of va- 
nilla in the leaf. He receives it at his 
packing house on the wharf from native 
pickers at the rate of 500 to 600 pounds 
a day, for which he pays two cents per 
pound when thoroughly dry. The weed 
is packed in a press somewhat resem- 
bling a cotton compress, the average 
weight of the bales being 400 pounds. 
It is shipped in car lots of sixty bales, or 
24,000 pounds, and returns to us in the 
form of extract of vanilla and as an adul- 
terant in plug tobacco.” 

The Tampa Times says: “One of the 
most important factors on the West Coast 
is the sponge industry. It has headquart- 
ers at Tarpon Springs, where large pack- 
ing houses have been built, giving em- 
ployment to many men. Here the fleet 
of 100 schooners, ranging from ten to 
twenty-five tons burden, rendezvous, tak- 
ing on supplies and discharging cargoes 
of sponge, which are bought up by local 
merchants.” 


China Imports Less Opium. 


The Chinese opium import is fast de- 
clining. In 1895 two piculs (266 2-3 Ibs.) 
of Malwa and 4 picul (662-3 Ibs.) Szu- 
ch’uan opium were imported into New- 
chwang, but they were re-exported, and 
in 1896 32.13 piculs of Indian opium (in- 
cluding 1 picul of Persian) a total of 
4,284 lbs., were brought into the port by 
steamer. Twenty years ago (1876) 307,- 
043 lbs. of foreign opium of the value of 





1,056,066 Haikwan taels were imported, 
but it is believed that in a few years this 
drug will disappear altogether from the 
import returns of the Imperial Maritime 
Customs, or continue only in such insig- 
nificant quantities as are necessary to 
satisfy the luxurious few.

No branch of business, perhaps, is 
more prolific of interesting developments 
and commercial phenomena than that of 
manufacturing chemists and druggists, 
and in this direction nothing has at- 
tracted the close attention of this ob- 
servant and intelligent class of business 
men in the past few years to a greater 
degree than the rapid growth of the 
tablet industry. 

The plan of dispensing remedies in the 
form of tablets has grown to astonishing 
proportions, and if any supposed at the 
outset that it was a mere “fad” that 
would prove but the comet of a short 
business season, they are as a rule now 
disposed to revise their first impressions 
and fall into line as enthusiastic advo- 
cates of all that pertains to tablets. 

Many otherwise nice people thought 
that the first popularity of bicycles was 
only a “fad” or “craze” that would be 
“overtaken by death on its way to an 
early grave,” as Thackeray so pathetically 
puts it, but the actual facts in the case 
have contradicted the prophets, and so 
it will be with the tablet pessimists. It 
is evident, however, that the tablet has 
come to stay, and to grow, and the pos- 
sibilities of its extension, we believe, are 
not yet even approximately appreciated 
by the trade. 





As a matter of timely interest in this 
connection we call attention to the

These gentlemen seem to have gauged 
the situation about right, and instead of 
temporizing, and feeling the pulse of the 
trade with cheaply-made and inferior ma- 
chines, they have anticipated the demands 
of the tablet business, and made a ma- 
chine which will not only respond to 
every requirement, but which by its re- 
markable capacity for turning out tab- 
lets in enormous quantities, and of uni- 
form quality, has put a premium upon 
that business and decided many to go 
into it on an extensive scale who were 
hitherto debating the advisability of that 
move. 

The machine, we understand, has many 
points of excellence peculiar to itself, be- 
sides correcting the defects of inferior 
tablet machines, which were neither few 
nor trifling, and it stands practically in a 
class by itself, and is, the makers claim, 
without the pale of adverse criticism.
